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NEW YORK ELECTION 
Ono thing about the gubernatorial election 
In New Yorlt state should bo made clear at 
the outset, to all Americans and to the axla: 
At no time has the philosophy underlying 
President" Roosevelt's war program been In- 
volved. At no time has there been the lUght- 
est question whether New York's administra- 
tion should support the war wholo-hcartcdly 
and eJIlcfentJy, 

The President has been beaten, In his ca- 
pacity as a political leader, by Genial Jim 
Farley, to whom Prankllli Roosevelt owes his 
political position today. Farley's candidate 
■ lor the Democratic nomination defeated Mr. 
Roosevelt's. 

Ji But the President, as War Leader ol the 
United-States and as spokesman lor our un- 

" wavcrlng Intention of beating Hitler, has not 
been defeated. He has not even been chal- 
lenged. 

It.ls difficult to find a good independent 
- political analyst Who concedes the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Attorney General John J. 
Bennett, any chance of beating Thomas E. 
Dewey, who is unoppo.^ed for the Republican 
nomination. This of course excludes Fnrley, 
who Is not disinterested. 

But Dewey Is not challenging the Roose- 
velt total war philosophy. Ho is challcnffluB 
Roosevelt the Democratic party leader. He 
.Is challenging Roosevelt the New Dealer. 
There Is every reason to believe that lio will 
challenge what he may describe as Roosevelt 
the Bungler — emphasizing errors he believes 
Roosevelt has made aa a war administrator. 

Whether observera ore correct, and Dewey 
wins the governorship, or whether they arc 
wrong and Bennett wins, the President's 
home state will be headed alter next Jan. 1 
by an advocate oI belligerent warfare against 
totalitarianism. 

Mr. Bennett, In the opinion oE many. Is 
not a "liberal." Certainly ho is not a forth- 
right supporter of everything New Eeallsh. 
Ho Is ambitious. He Is generally rccardcd a.<i 
amenable to political dLsclpllne from the 
organization — and the organization. 
New York, does not enjoy high repute, 

Mr. Dewey Is avowedly against much of the 
New Deal. He has been bitterly critical of the 
President'fl methods. He, too, Is ambitious. 

The President wanted a governor In New 
York who would bo with him a hundred per 
cent politically, philosophically and.econom. 
Ically. Ho fiought to get such a nominee 
Irom his party, and failed. 

But let Hitler and Hlrohlto note thaf this 
election Is our own family row. We may 
knock off a lot of blocks In the campaisn, 
but we're united against the rest of the world. 



CENSORSHIP 

Perhaps the office of cen.sorshlp looked a 
little silly, tearing pages out of a national 
picture magazine after the article in ques- 
tion had been examined and approved In 
-advance of publication.' 

Probably there wos a bit of miSundor- 
Ktandlng Involved. But actually the censors 
were following a consistent course which 
had been thoroughly considered and which 
Is not Illogical. 

That course depends upon the theory that 
censorship In wartime divides into two dis- 
similar functions. The one Is defensive— de- 
signed to prevent the domestlc dL-wemlnntlon 
or war secrets which might be smuggled out 
to axis capitals. The other Is offensive—de- 
signed to beat Germany In the contest for 
Latin American cooperation. 

Apparently there was some mlxup as to 
whether Canada is domestic or lorelgn. Per- 
haps tho nature of the censored article 
placed It on the borderline in determining 
whether Canada should see It. 

The article In question painted a gloomy 
picture of Detroit's war production, and dis- 
cussed such causes for the trouble aa the 
bitter hatred between employers and unions; 
tho Coughlln-Smlth-Ku Klux Klan Influ- 
ence; tho serious housing shortage; and tho 
Inadequacy of raw materials supplies. 

Mr. Price has not said so, but we have 
, reason to believe that for domestic use he 
would welcome the telling of such unpleas- 
ant truths to keep us on our toes, to prick 
our complacency, to needle us into correcting 
the ■maladjustments and doing a better Job. 

For export purposes, however, news is con- 
ceived of 03 a valuable weapon In total war- 
faro. 

There la a keen contest between Germany 
and the United States to determine Juslhow 
whole-heartedly Latin Araerlcn shall coop- 
ate with the United Nations. 

Rightly or wrongly, the olllcc of censor- 
ship Is determined to £ee that no articles 
shall be Acnt to Latin America which, by 
their pessimism, might help Germany to 
convince the Lathios that bur cause Is lost 
and that the slater republics should play ball 
With the winners. 

.That Is why many news stories which are 
passed unhesltatlnE^ tot domestic- usa arc 
dipped Irom publication mailed abroad.
